The references made of record in the IDS filed 9/9/2008 have been considered but do not 
bar patentability of the present claims either individually or in combination. Specifically, none 
of the references teaches or suggests a pigment composition (and non-aqueous coating 
compositions thereof) comprising at least one pigment, at least one anionic surfactant, at least 
one polymer comprising at least one salt of a carboxylic group, wherein the pigment is a carbon 
product having attached at least one organic group that comprises at least one aromatic group or 
at least one C1-C12 alkyl group and further comprises at least one anionic group or salts thereof.
